Too many apples and blackberries 
and

was the wail of buyers at curb m ar­ 
ket this morning. 
Apples and black- j 
berries flooded the market and “went 
begging,” although 
remained 
firm 
frbm the opening to the closing of the 
market. 
Eggs sold at 28 and 30 cents a 
dozen and 
butter 
advanced 
to 
50 
cents a pound. Chickens, live weight, 
brought .3.5 cents a pound, while 
dressed fowls sold at $1 upward. 
String beans were plentiful, selling 
at 40 cents a peck. Pears were offer­ 
ed at 75 cents a peck, while dewber­ 
ries sold at 2 boxes for 25 cents. 
Early buyers quickly snapped up 
ail sweet corn, which brought 30 and 
35 cents a dozen 
ears. 
Hucksters 
said they could have sold many more 
dozen ears, 
but that 
the crop was 
small and that they brought in all 
that was available. 
Plum sold at IO cents a box and 
new potatoes at $2 a bushel.
